Hat as there have been men from 

the beginning , ſo have ſome of 
them affedted prevalence and priority, 
and therby accumulated Power, Wealth;

There is then no doubt but as domi- 
nion and ſubje&tion are Aboriginal, fo

toeſtate vertue in any right of merit tore-

tion of bis mercy, No ſuch'thing intend 
I to fix upan the. baſis of my diſcourſe 3 for 
that I krow God may do with men and 
things as he pleaſes, and yet reſerve 
the glory and luſtre of his Attributes 3 
nor ought men to ſtartle at the varioul- 
neſs of his admimiſtrations,who (for reaſons 
beſt known to himſelf, and admirable 
and adorable by us) ſuffers ſometimes juſt 
men to periſh in their uprightneſs, and not 
fearers of God to be exalted. All that [I 
drive at is,to promote Vertue, and deter 
from Vice, by thoſe cogent arguments of 
the one, for the moſt part in this world 
rewarded,and the other for the moſt part

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SECT. V. 


Of Piety the firſt Vertue in Riſe of Men 
and Families, what it is, and how 
evidenced. 


T He firſt and main advance and prop 

of Families is Piety to God, which as 
it conſiſts in a conformity to him 1n all 
thoſe imitables, wherein a likeneſs to 
him is attainable, ſuch as are Goodneſs 
and Charity of uſefulneſs, eafineſs to give 
and forgive,patience notwithſtanding pro- 
vocation, with all ſuch other branches as 
are reduceable under theſe. $0 is it ſeen in 
thoſe reſtraints which a man puts upon 
himſelf for Gods ſake,and to null the pow- 
er of temptation diverſive from God,to the 
oppoſites of,and the contrarients to God in 
tum. Hence are thoſe curbings,that holy 
and effectual ſelf-denial ſers upon it felt, 
while the man, in whom it vigoroully is, 
diſowns his lawleſs heart,his ſtraying foot, 
his wandring eye, his fſubtile head, his 
fortunate acquiſitions in the moſt fawning

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and accumulate conſequences and repre- 
ſentations of them, to keep the teſtimony 
of a good conſcience towards God, which 
conſiſts not only in the practice of that 
worldly Philoſophy which Epi@etrs faies 
is the effect of refined nature ,, to conſtder 
what.we wat of the maſtery of palſrons,what 
of therinds tranquility ;. what we are, and 
Low we come up to the decree of our being ; 
and wherein our neglet miniſters to our 
own improſperity; but in giving ones ſelf 
up to God,to be what he will, and will not 
have us be. This is to be truly godly , to 
take God for our pattern, and to reſolve 
cur thoughts, words, actions to him as 
into their Principle and Centre of authen- 
eication and 'excellency , which when a 
man ſets his -heart to cffe&t in himſelf, 
God bleſfles with ſucceſle above mea- 
fare, and with comforts not to be valued ;

His way is 
a hedge of Thorns, Pro. 15.19. The defire 
of his heart kills him, ch. 21. 25. It caſts 
him into a deep pit, Pro. 19. 15. His buil-

18. His body is cloathed with rags, Pro. 3; 

21. All which,amounting to want and 

contempt, is ſo far the ſpur to ingenuity 
to avoid, that no labour, no hazzard of 
life, is refuſed, to eſcape and ſecure the 
ſpirit againſt it : For as the glory and hap- 
pineſs of a man isto independ on any but 
God in Heaven, his Vicegerentson Earth,

are favoured by the Prince, as they ar

This looſe attendance of 
Trade, together with its difftufion into fo 
many hands, every of which mult live and 
thrive as they may ont of it, cauſes Trade 
to be vihibly pregnant of great eſtates leſs 
then of old 5 not becauſe Trade 13not as 
much and as profitable as then, but becauſe 
many more are of it, and draw fucculency 
from it, and mind it leſs intently then here-

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at home,Cwhich/ do fink or raiſe the price 
and-Profit' of Merchandiſes) muſt needs 
in the revolution of twenty years, make a 
wealthy Merchant : So in Home-trade, to 
buy. wares well, -and fell them warlly, let- 
ting little Stock lye dead, nor:debts lye 
out; -but keeping Shop, and looking over 
Books and Servants 'diligently and tho- 
rowly,and maintaining the credit by good 
payment and honeſt dealing, 1s not onely 
the way to get and keep, but to thrive by 
a Trade; and a firm Eſtate ance gotten, 
which is done by. diligence, farecalt, fru- 
gality, and royalneſs, it will increaſe on 
a man to yield him and his,Support, Cre- 
dir, and Plenty; Thus it has, and thus it 
will yet, I hope, ever give Encouragement 
to its Followers; and though it yield the 
attainers. to the highth of its reward, but 
the Temporary Office of a Lord Mayar, 
or the Title of a Knight ; yet if with tt, 
It convey fortune and honor too, whereby 
their Poſterity become Knights and Peers, 
itis enough to confirm it to be a Riſe of 
Riches and Honour.

Flftbly , Eccleſiaſtical Promotions and 

Incomes are now a great Riſe to Riches 
and Honour: For God having reverted the 
Church-men to their wonted and legal 
luſtre , and therewithall to the growing 
advantage of their ſuppreſlion and inter- 
ſtitium;the chaſm wherof, though it ruin'd 
many learned and worthy Biſhops , and 
Dignitaries deceaſed , and reduced their 
living remains to ſtraight and neceſſitow 
conditions; yet has it ſo added totheEc 
clefiaſtiques that came firſt- to the Crop, 
after that 18. years Fallow , that there 
can-

cannot but be great accrewments to ſuch 
as were poſleſs'd of them, who God'knows 
ina great meaſure needed it ; the injury 
and hard uſage of the late diſtraQions fal- 
ling chiefly on them 3 and their needs and 
preſſures, by reaſon of thoſe ſequeſtrations 
and ejeCtions , being many and importu- 
nate; (and thoſe notto be relieved but by 
courtefie received, which was to be requr- 
ted; or money borrowed, which ought 
tobe repayed : when true conſideration 
is had of Debts to be diſcharged, Pallaces 
repaired, Houſes furniſhed, Equipage pro- 
vided, and incident charges aliowed, the 
Great advantages ſo nw will receive 
a conſiderable defalcation. Notwith- 
ſtanding which, the eſtate of the Clergy 
will be moſt confiderable, and appear 
moderately and diſcreetly uſed by the In- 
cumbents (where Piety, Hoſpitality, and 
Magnificence are not hapeached by ſuch 
providence) a very great Riſe to Riches 
and Honour : For in that the Statute of
